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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 has a new limitation requiring the average width of the 
polycrystalline silicon grains is varied between approximately 0.2 micrometers and 0.6 
micrometers. The new limitation would require further search and consideration, likewise for 
claim 13. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the 
arguments for claims 1,13 and claims depending from claims 1 and 13 are not persuasive 
because the arguments are directed to the amendment, which was not entered. Regarding claim 
6, applicant's allege that Yang teaches two different type of light transmission regions all having 
the same width. However, claim 6 merely requires a light transmission region that is wider than a 
non-transmission region. The regions X4 for light transmission is wider than the light non- 
transmission region between X2 and Y2 in the L2 region of Fig 8, thus meets the claimed 
limitation.
